Notwirhſtanding, wee thougyr meet, 
with conſent of the B:hops and other 
learned men there pꝛelent, That ſome 
mall things micht rather bee erplaned 
then chan red ot thatthe ame might 
not very well haue been e bone with by 
men. who would haue made a ce a ona 

ble conſt uct ion of them: but fo: that

And whereas in this out time, the mindes of men 
ate ſo diners, that ſee thicke it 2 great marter of 
can Tence , to depatt from a piece of the leaſt of 
their Ceremonies, they be ſo 2ddiied to their olde 
cr domes: and 2gaine on the other fide, ſome bee ſo 
new fangled, that they would inronate all things, 
and ſo deſpiſe the ofde, that nothing can like them 
bat that is new: it was thooght expedient, not ſa 
mnch to have teſpect how to pale and fituße ei- 
ther of theſe patties, 25 how to pleaſe Cod, and pro- 
bre them bot h. And yet left any man ſhauld be oſ- 
fended, whom good reaſon might ſatĩs fe, here bee 
certzine canſes rendred,why ſeme of the accuſtomed 
Ceremonies bee put away, and ſeme reteined and 
kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, beczuſe the great exteſſe and 
multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter 
dayes , that the burthenof them was intolerable, 
whereof S. Auguſtine in his time compi ned, that 
they were growen to ſuch a number, that the e ſtate 
of Chriſtʒan people was in worſe caſe, concerning 
that matter, then were the lewes. And he countel- 
led, that ſuch yoke and barthen ſhould be taken a- 
way, as time would ſerne quietly to doe it. 

But what would S8. Auguſtine haue ſad, if he had 
ſeene the Ceremenies of late dayes vſed among vs? 
whereunto the multitude vſed in bis time was not 
to bee compared. This oar exceſsiue maltirude of 
Cetemenics was fo great, and many of them fe 


darke, that they did more confourd and darken 
then declare and ſet feorth Chtiſt: benefirsvoro v2, 

And befides this, Chrifts Goſpel is not 2 cereme- 
niail Law( as much of Moſes Law was )but i is a 
Religion to ferue God, net in bondage of the figure 
ot do, but in the freedome of che Spirit, being 
content onely with thoſe Crremenies which doe 
lerue to a decent order, and godly diſcipline, and 
uch as be apt to ſtit vp the dull mind of man tothe 
remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome nerable 
and ſpecial bgnifcation, whe: byhe might be edified, 

Farthermore, che mot weighty cauſe of the abs» 
I3hmen: of c:rtaine Ceremonies was, that they were 
fo farre abuſed, partly by the ſupetſtitious blindnefle 
o the rude and vnicarned, and pzrtly by the vnſia 
table 2narice of ſuch zs ſonght more their one 
Incre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes could 
not well bee taken away, the thing remaining fall 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which perad- 
nentute will beeofended, for that forme of the old 
Ceremomes are reteined ſtill: it they conſider, that 
witko:t fume Ceremonies it is no: poſsibſe to keepe 
2»y order, or quiet diſcipline in the Church, they 
thai eat perceive ĩuſt cauſe to reforme their iu 
ments, And it they thirke much that any of 
olde doe romaine, 25: would r2ther have all deui- 
fd ane: then ſuch men, granting ſome Ceremo-
